It is going to be a good year; but the old 
vignerons will tell you that wine is not what 
it was. One reason for this is the destruc- 
tion of the old vines, caused by the terrible 
phylloxera epidemic, between 1880 and 
1885. Another is that wine is being too 
much commercialized. Real, natural winea 
vary from vinevard to vineyard, with a lim- 
ited quantity of each; but commerce de- 
mands standardized wines in quantities 
which can only be obtained -by adultera- 
tion. The result is not necessarily un- 
wholesome, nor can all the adulteration be 
described as fraudulent, but the natural 
wine is no longer there.

sesides, some of the adulteration is cer- 
tainly fraudulent. The State tries to pre- 
vent it, and does prevent it as far as the 
sinall man is concerned—with the conse- 
quence, by the. way, that the only real 
chance of obtaining a pure wine today is to 


buy it direct from a small man who has 
grown it and made it. The small man is 
not necessarily more honest, but he can be 


supervised too for him to 
defraud. 

As for the large man, how can the State 
really hope to control the operations of a 
dealer who is also an owner of vineyards, 
and of vineyards in every vine-growing 
region, from the select Bordeaux and Bur- 
gundy to the larger and more ordinary Vin 
du Midi and the still more ordinary Vin 
d’Algerie?

A move has already been made by the 
wine-growers of the whole of France to 
establish strict legai delimitations for the 
localities from which certain wines come, 
or are said to come. 

France produces nearly as much wine 
as the whole of the rest of the world put 
together. Except in the manufacturing dis- 

icts On the Belgian border, where they 
make and drink beer, and in Normandy 
and Brittany, both countries of cider, wine 
is the drink of the people. The Parisian 
workman, whom you will hardly ever see 
drunk, will often drink nearly a quart of 
ordinary draught wine to a meal, and the 
population of Paris consumes 22 gallons of 
wine per head tn the year.
